Mre. Louvier confessed the crime Tues- 
Gay morning. 

She killed Armetrong because she loved 
him and because he beat her and, she says, 
he threatened to kill her, her husband, his 
own wife and his sister. 

Mrs. Louvier deltberated over her inten- 
tions an hour before determining to kill 


Armstrong. Her mind made up, she went 
aout the killing in a cautious, crafty man - 
She Armetrong, ostensibly for the

Weather Forecaster Hyatt thinks St.

BOMBARDMENT OF THE WORLD. 


Biela’s Comet and the Fragment the 
Earth Will Encounter. 

The earth is being bombarded this week 
as never before in the history of astronomy. 
First and foremost are the Leonid showers. 
The other is an attack from the famous 
Biela comet. 

Seventy-three years ego, when the Rohe- 
mian astronomer Biela discovered the great 
comet that has been named after him, he 
and the other astronomers of the world 
agreed, after making long and careful cal- 
culations, that the course of the heavenly 
body was such that some time it would 
strike the earth. The exact date set for 
this catastrophe then was November, 1899. 
And it maton 6 have happened according to 
schedule had there not been another vast 
catastrophe in the heavens before then. In 
1845 the astronomers who were watching 
for the reappearance of the Biela comet 
saw a tremendous thing in space. The 
comet appeared and burst two before 
their eyes. 

What a mighty explosion this was—an ex- 
plosion which human minds really cannot 
grasp—may be just vaguely guessed from 
the fact that, within a few months after 
smash-up, the two parts of the comet were 
40,000 miles apart from each other and were 
still being hurried madly through the uni- 
verse, impelled by the force of the terrible 
convulsion which had torn the comet apart. 
That was 53 years ago—more than one-half 
a century; and still the fragments have not 
ceased fiying. In 182 the two parts, now 
appearing as two separate comets, were 
850.000 miles apart. They were due again 
in 1859, and again In 1866, but not one of the 
tens of thousands of instruments that were 
pointed anxiously toward that quarter of

Observations in New York City and at 


Eastern Universities. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 14.—With a bdrililant 
swish that lighted up the heavens for qulve 
15 seconds, the firet of the leonids an- 
| nounced ite arrival just before midnight 
| Following the first were others of equal 
idntenaity, enough to make the display sat- 
ijefactory to those who walted up [o see 
| tf tiowever, the metoric shower will not 
‘appear at its greatest briiliancy until 
Thureday morning after midnight. 

During the next 48 hours this earth will 
have such a meteoric peiting ae it has not 
enjoyed since 186, when the heavy belt of 
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leonids was last penetrated. Those seen 
last night and this morning gave evidence 
of what may be expected. The first ap- 
peared in the northeast, bursting into the 
atmosphere at a point about 46 degreev 
above the horizon. Thelr journey was a 
long one and left behind a fiery trail ot 
gTeenish tint that was visible for many 
seconds. 

After the appearance of the constella- 
tion Leo above the horizon the fall of me- 
leors was fairly steady, though it could 
hardly be called a shower. All over the 
city watchers were etationed and from 
many atreet vorners itinerant astronomers 
did a thriving business with portable teie- 
scopes. Some of the earlier meteora were 
of the megnitude of a Planet of the first 
class, but as Leo mounted higmer in ihe 
heavens the period of flight appeared short- 
er and the leonids lost their brilliancy. 

Fortunately, the atmosphere was clear 
and few clouds interrupted the view of the 
heavens. Equally satisfactory conditions 
should prevail to-night, but it is feared the 
storm which was central over Kansas last 
night will reach New York in time to in- 
awe the spectacle of Thursday morn- 
ng. 
While observations of the meteoric show- 
er are being made from every university 


in the country, Harvard geems to be tak- 
ing the Jead in gathering data. From the 
Harvard Observatory requests have been 
jesued for reports of all regular observa- 
tions of leonids, Those reporte will be com. 
pared and much valuable data are expect- 
ed to result. 

Prof. John Rees of the Astronomical De- 
partment of Columbia University, with 
étudents and friends, observed the flight of 
meteors from the dome university 
library building this morning. He will con- 
tinue h's observations to-night and to-mor- 
row night, watching the heavens from i) 
until 4 o'clock, With him will be students 
from Columbia, as well as several West 
Point cadets.

FATALLY SHOT 
BY A BURGLAR

HOUSEGIRL STRUCK BY THE ES- 
CAPING THIEF. 


John S. Bratton’s Home Assailed by a 
Robber When He Was Frustrated 
»-East Side Overrun by 
Burglars. 


Ex-Alderman Charles R. Hissrich of East 
St. (Louis was shot by a burglar whom he 
discovered in his home, 607 Chartrand ave- 
nue, at .5.o'’clock. Tuesday morning, and 
there are fears the wound may prove fatal. 


The bullet entered the fore:-part of the 
Tight leg and was found lodged just be- 
neath the cuticle on the opposite side of the 
limb. It was extricated by Dr. H. C. Fair- 
brother. 

‘The burglar made his escape, but the po- 
lice are searching the city and there is a 
probability of his speedy capture. ‘The of- 
ficers are aided in their search by the fact 
that the theif in making his exit from 
Mr. Hissrich’s house failed to secure his 
shoes, which he thad pulled off before en- 
tering the kitchen window, where he made 
his escape and ran away barefoot. 

The thief, who is believed to be a negro, 
secured only a small bundle of clothing for 
his daring pains. The booty was taken m 
the room of Lee Aldrich, a stepson of the 
ex-Alderman, adjoining the bedroom where 
Mr. and Mrs. Hissrich were sleeping when 
they were warned about the burglar being 
in the house. 

Mr. Aldrich was unconscious of the thief's 
presence in the house until aroused by the 
pistol shot. 

The robbery was first discovered by 
Mary Sanders, the housegirl, who found the 
kitchen window raised when she went 
downstairs to prepare breakfast. Suppos- 
ing that the robber had gone, Miss n- 
ders retraced her steps hurriedly to the 
second floor and rapped at Mr. Hissrich’s 
bedroom door. Mrs. Hissrich awoke and 
answered the girl. Miss: Sanders hurriedly 
told of the condition of the kitchen window 
and Mrs. Hissrich aroused her husband. 
Before Mr. Hissrich was out of bed his 
wife changed her mind and tried to induce 
her husband not to leave the room. 

‘*The burglar may be in the house yet, 
Mr. Hissrick, and you may lose your life 
if you leave the room now,” said Mrs. 
Hissrich. 

But the ex-Alderman did not heed the 
wWarn:ng. He started into the hallway, un- 
armed. Just as he emerged from the door 
of his room, which is located midway of 
the landings of the front and renr stair- 
ways, the burglar ran out of the stepson’s 
room with the bundle. There were no 
lights in the hallway and Mr. Hissrich 
could only see the outlines cf the robber. 

The two bedroom doorways are separated 
by a space of five feet, and as the burglar 
started for the rear siairway, nearest the 
room from which he Wwas escaping, Mr. 
Hessrich had to run to grasphim. The rob- 
ber shoved Mr. Hessrich away as he ran, 
and drawing his revolver, turned again and 
fired one shot. He then bounded down the 
stairway. Half way down the steps he col- 
lided with Miss Sanders, who, although in 
a terribly frightened state, seized the cui- 
prit and attempted to stop his flight. The 
thief struck the girl a stinging blow in the 
face, and then darted through the window. 
which he had pried open with a long shovel- 
handle to gain an entrance to the house. He 
then ran northward through an alley, and 
near Eleventh street dropped the bundle of 
clothing and escaped. 

Mr. Hessrich had fallen in the hallway. 
and was nearly exhausted from loss of 
blood when the surgeon reached the house. 

Dr. Fairbrother says he may be able to 
save the patient’s life, but there is a possi- 
bility the limb will have to be amputated, 


An hour prior to the Hessrich affair, a 
telephone message was sent to the police 
station from the residence of John S. Brat- 
ton. the horseman, who lives at Seventeenth 
street and the Rock road, saying burglars 
were making an effort to enter the house. 

Mrs. Bratton had sent the message, Mr. 
Bratton not being at home. It developed 
that a burglar was endeavoring to pry open 
one of the rear windows and when Mrs. 
Bratton was awakened by the noise she 
warned the police station attaches. She 
then bravely started on a tour of investiga- 
tion herself, and the thief, probably hear- 
ing her approach, retreated to the opposite 
side of the street. He then amused himself 
bv heaving two brickbats through one of 
Mr. Bratton’s front windows. He was gone 
when the police got there.

BULLER HURRYING TO RELIEVE

MORE TROOPSHIPS — ARRIVE. 


Field Guns and Ammunition Now 
Pouring Into Cape Town and 
Durban for the Fresh 
Army Corps.

LONDON, Nov. 14.—The possibility of 
intervention by the Russian Czar in the 
role of peacemaker is one of the features 
of the war situation to-day. The sugges- 
tion met with no favor by the London 
press, and there are broad hints that Eng- 
land will tolerate no meddling of any char- 
acter in her affair with the Boers. 
There is no news from Ladysmith of cur- 


ront date. All that is known Is that the 
British are still holding out. Dispatches 
from BDstcourt tell of the almost continuous 
bombardment and mews from PretorTa 
sources mentions the fact that on Friday 
last Gen. Joubert made a demand for the 
unconditional surrender of Gen. White's 
army, which, being refused, led to the mest 
severe bombardment of the siege. 

As rapidly as possible British divisions 
for the relief of Ladysmith are being mob- 
ilized at Durban and transported by rail 
to Estcourt. 

From Estcourt the column will move by 
the highways toward Ladysmith. It is 
supposed that the first clash of battle will 
be in the neighborhood of Colenso. 

It is announced to-day that Gen. Buller 
now has 12,000 men at Durban and 00 at 
Estcourt. 

The troopship Britannic has arrived at 
Cape Town, and the troopships Lismore 
Castle and Yorkshire have arrived at Dur- 
ban. 

It was also officially announced that the 
troopship Oriental, which left London Oct. 
2%, had sailed from Cape Town for Durban 
and the Donald Currie Line steamer Caris- 
brook Castle. which sallied from London 
Oct. 27, with the cavalry brigade staff and 
naval reinforcements on board, had arrived 
at Cape Town. 

Evidently Gen. Joubert must make haste 
if he means to capture Gen. White.

LONDON, Nov. 14.—That Gen. White's re- 
lief is considered a matter of pressing im- 
portance, is again evidenced by the satis- 
faction with which the officials heard of 
the arrival of the transport Armenian at 
Cape Town yesterday, a couple of days be- 
fore her time. The non-arrival of her pre- 
cious freight of fleld guns and ammuniliion 
threatened serious delay in Gen. Methuen's 
arrangements for the relief of Gen. White.

It is hinted that if these ad-- 
vances are rejected by England 
“It would be necessary to take 
up arms for the last time, so as 
to assure once for all peace in 
Europe and throughout the 
world.”

MR. VANLANDINGHAM AGAIN 
BEFORE THE COMMISSION. 


St. Louis Jobbers Proceeding to Dem- 
onstrate the Discrimination Against 
Middle Western Trade. 


Interstate Commerce Commission 
resiimed its nearing of the complaint of 
the Business Men’s League against West- 
ern railroads in the room of the Federal 
Court of Appeals at 10 o'clock. 

A few minutes prior to the opening of 
the session ex-Gov. Joseph Fifer of Illi- 
nois, the latest appointee to the Commis- 
sion, reached the Federal building and was 


sworn in by United States Commissioner 
Gray. 

Commissioner A. J. Vanilandingham r- 
sumed his téstimony and again stated it 
was his belief that the differences between 
car load and less than car load rates and 
between the tariff and commodity rates was 
not legitimately basedon competition either 
by land or water. 

On cross-examination Attorney E. S58. 
Pillsbury, representing the Pacific Coast 
Merchants and Manufacturers’ Association, 
attempted to belittie the importance of the 
Si. Loule protest. 

Mr. Vanlandingham replied that the com- 
plaint represented the views of 200 mer- 
chants of St. Louls. 

He explained the organization of the 
Traffic Bureau and called attention to the 
fact that the burecau,.not being a corpor- 
ation, could not file a protest under its own 
name, and hence it had to be filed by the 
business ‘Men's League, which has a mem- 
bership of 215 merchants, representing ali 
lires of trade. 

Mr. Vanilangingham filed as exhibite all 
of the tariffs and documents which he used 
in giving his lengthy testimony. These in- 
cluded certified records of the St. Paul 
meeting. at which references to @ con- 
tract between the railroads and Pacific 
Coast jobbers were made. 

MM. Allens traffic manager of the Meyer 
Bros. Drug Co., testified that in many in- 
stances the profits on drugs shipped by his 
house to the West wéte almost entirely eat- 
en up by the freight rates, the burden being 
especially heavy on aecount of the differ- 
ences between car load and Jess than car 
load rates. 

The defense showed its hand here, when 
Attorney Pillsbury endeavored to show that 
the complaint was based on a mere selfish 
business interest, and the desire of St. Louls 
obbers to extend their territory further 
Nest. Mr. Allen said there was no such 
motive, and demonstrated that the rates 
Fast from the coast were much lower than 
those for the same distance west of St.

They were.of good make and were liber- 
ally covered with baggage marks and ex- 
ress tags, They were consigned to H. 

There was no 
other address on them and no etreet num- 
ber was given. Two of the trunks looked 
asc though they had seen much service, 
while the other two were comparatively 
new. 

Assistant Chief,Smith had been furnished 
keys to the trunks by Leng, o- and it 
was an easy matter to open them. When 
the lids came up Thompson's experience in 
such mratters was plainly apparent. . Inside 
the first trunk was a tin box that com- 
pletely filled it. The top was soldered until 
the trunk practically became an airtight 
metallic case. There was no chance for 
any odor to escape and it would have been 
almost impossible to detect what the trunks 
may have contained. 

Detective Smith had a can opener and 
he began on the first trunk. The work was 
slow and the castiron can opener soon 
broke. Then the detective procured a 
hatchet and the soft tin was rapidly torn 
away.

PORTO RICO'S NEW SHAPE. 


Surveys Show That All the Published 
Maps Are Wrong. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—One of 
rious results of the annexation of 
Rico willl be an alteration in the 
the island as it known to the world. 

The Coast Survey is now at work find. 
ing out what the real shape of Porto Rico 
is, and it has already learned enough to 
show that the old Spanish surveys are not 
only unreliable and worthless, but that 
they give a positively false impression of 
the formation of the coast. 

Porto Rico has always had a strangely 
regular shape on the maps. Islands take 
ail sorts of shape, but it is unusual to 
find one in the shape of a circle or 
square. But Porto Rico has been of 
oblong Shape, looking almost as exact 
precise as a child's Duiliding biock. It 
looked as tf the sea, disgusted with 
queer shapes asumed by islands, had deter- 
mined to throw above its surface at least 
one island as even in contour as a cigar 
box, just to show that it could be done. 

The Coast Survey is beginning to find 
out that Porto Rico has irregularities, and 
considerable ones, like all other islands. At 
the eastern end, which the Spanish sur- 
veys make as sharp as the edge of a 
board, there is really a long northwestern 
slant into the ocean. This will make the 
island bigger than has been supposed, un- 
less. as is quite probable, the Coast Survey 
has to gouge a big hole in the southeastern 
end of the island, corresponding to the 
rise to the northwest. 

No one can tell what shape Porto Rico 
will be when it is finally surveyed as an 
American possession, but it seems certain 
that it will not be the Insular freak that 
sit has appeared on the Spanish surveys.

LOWER COURTS REVERSED IN 
NINE OF THE CASES. 


SIXTEEN DECISIONS GIVEN. 


Important Rulings Upon Points of 
Law Brought to the Attention of 
of the Court Recently. 
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The St. Louis Court of Appeals met Tues- 
day and handed down 16 decisions. Nine 
of the 16 were reversals of the rulings of 
the lower courts—a record which was 
never before made by a Missouri Appellate 
Court. All the cases are appealed from St. 
Louls. 


In the case of Ellen Saettele against the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Co,, the court 
made an important ruling on evidence 
which, it is believed, is new In the practice 
of Missouri courts. The plaintiff held two 
assigned life insurance policies which the 
defendant had issued to Helen Crawford. 
She claimed the assignment was made to se- 
Cure certain debts which Miss Crawford 
owed to her. Mrs. Saettele was placed -on 
the stand, when the defendant was sued to 
prove the indebtedness. The counsel for 
the insurance mopany made no objection 
to her evidence wnen it was given, but on 
the folowing day moved that ‘her testimony 
be stricken out on the ground that Miss 
Crawford was dead and evidence could not 
be heard from Mrs. Saettele of her in- 
debtedness. The jower court held that the 
motion was made too iate. But the Court 
of Apeals takes the position that su haji

The case of the Huttig Sash and Door 
Company against Willlam H. Gou h and 
others was reversed and remanded.

A part of 
the consideration of the notes was the part- 
ner’s individual indebtedness and the rest 
Was the indebtedness of the firm. The de- 
fendant pleaded that the giving of a firm 
note for an individual debt not a. * made 
the note invalid as to the individual con- 
sideration, but branded the whole as in- 
valjd, including that rt based upon the 
firm's indebtedness. is p.ea was not sus- 
tained by the lower court, and the plaintiff 
was permitted to recover on tne note to 
the extent of the partnership obligation, 
although the rest of the consideration was 
held to be ineffective. The Appellate Court 
dissents from this view and declares that 
the whole transaction was tainted with 
fraud and that courts cannot exercise the 
jurisdiction of separating fraudulent from 
legitimate features in cases coming before 
them. If there is a thread of fraud, it 
must be presumed to run through the whole 
transact'on. 

The judgment of the lower court in the 
case of Bank of Wichita against George H. 
Blackwelder was affirmed. The plaintiff 
sued the defendant on a note which the lat- 
ter had given and had secured with another 
note. The collateral note was allowed by 
the bank to lose its legal effect by the’oper- 
ation of the statute of limitations. he de- 
fendant pleaded that the negligence of the 
plaintiff in failing to prosecute the collateral 
note to judgment absolved him from his wb- 
ligation. The plaintiff answered that a suit 
on the.note would have been ineffective be- 
cause the maker was insolvent.

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HORE TYPHOID FEVER CASES 


Sanitary Division Not Prepared to 
Cope With the New and Un- 
expected Developments. 


Typhoid fever is alarmingly on the in- 
crease in St. Louis. Since Sunday morning 
62 cases have been reported to Chief Sani- 
tary Officer Francis. The increase has been 
sudden. Last week there were only & 
cases. In the whole month of October 
there were only 8) cases reported. 

The Sanitary Division is not prepared for 
the emergency. Its resources were taxed 
to the limit by the unusual number of 
cases of diphtheria and scarlet, fever in 
the city. Tuesday there were 115 houses 
in which there had been cases of these 
diseases awaiting fumigation. Mr. Francis 
has had 40 men at work disinfecting and 
posting houses, and they have not been 
able to keep up with the work. Twenty-five 
more men are badly needed, but there is 
no money with which to pay them. 

In 1891 there were 200 cases of typhoid fe- 
ver in September, 400 in October, nearly 
2000 in November and 900 in December. 

A peculiar fact is that the most of the 
present cases are reported from the cen- 
tral and western parts of the city, where 
the sanitation is the best. It is thought 
there may be some specific cause for this, 
but what it is cannot be determined.

Expressions of Prominent Americans 


on the Proposition to Bring the 
Remains to This 
Country. 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—-The suggestion 
that the body of John Paul Jones, now in 
Paris, be brought to the United States and 
ir-terred here 4 meeting with the hearty ap- 
proval of Be1ators and Representatives. 
Congress will be asked immediately upon 
convening fo appropriate money for this 
Purpose. Here are a few expressions of 
opinion upon the project: | 

Senator Cockrell of Missouri: This idea 
has my bearty approval. The great naval 
hero of the fight for independence is enti- 
tied to 41l honor and respect. Let his body 


. 


be brought to the United States and in- 
terred within the country for which he 
fought. 

Senator Cullom of Illinois: Of course I 
am in hearty accord with this movement. 
John Paul Jones did probably as much as 
any other man in the colonial times to ef- 
fect the independence of our country. All 
honor to him and let his body be buried 
here with appropriate ceremony. 

Senator John M. Thurston of Nebraska: 
John Paul Jones was one of the greatest 


sea fighters the world has ever produced 
and it would only be a fitting honor at this 
late day to bring to the United States his 
bones and give him a funeral with all the 
honors to which he its entitied. [ am in 
hearty sympathy with the movement. 

Senator Caffery of Louisiana: This is a 
commendable project. It would be a dese- 
cration if the bones of John Paul Jones 
were allowed to remain abroad. They should 
be buried with fitting’ceremony within the 
borders of the United States. 

Representative Hamilton of Michigan: It 
is remarkable that this great naval hero's 
og 4 should not already have been brought 
to this country and interred with pomp. Ene 
project has my apeepethy. 

Representative y of Minnesota: John 

a Jones was a great man; he fought 
great naval battles and achieved great re- 
sults. His memory deserves al! honor and 
elaborate ceremonies should attend the 
burial of his body in this country.

HIS GRAVE HAS BEEN FOUND. 


Resting Place of the Hero Located in 
Paris. 

PARIS, Nov. 14.—Some time ago the 
State Department at Washington sent to 
the Paris Embasey a request to ascertain 
the location of Jchn Paul Jones’ greve, 


failing, however, to inform Gen. Horace 
Porter of the purpose'in view. The efforts 
of the Ambassador and attaches resulted 
only in the discovery that the obituary reg- 
isters of 1792 were burned during the riots 
of the Commune in 1871. Therefore, seem- 
ingly, there was no trace left. Neverthe- 
less, Henry Vignaud, the first attache, 
asked the learned commiseion which has 
charge of preserving historical Paris 
against modern vandalism to assist him. 
After several months the commission de- 
clared it impossible to discover where 
Jones’ body had been interred. 

Lieut. Sims, the naval attache, then sug- 
gested calling in Albert de Ricaudy, a very 
learned archeologist, who is recognized 
not .only as possessing more historical) 
knowledge about Paris sites than anybody 
elee, but as gifted with incredible sight and 
powers of deduction. 

It was De Ricaudy who finally unearthed 
Turgot’s remains when all cther French 
authorities had failed. Now the old arch- 
eologist hag written an open letter to 
Ambassador Porter, giving the exact lo- 
cation of Jones’ grave and a complete his- 
tory of the researches which resulted in 
ite discovery. 

The document gives full proof that Com- 
modore Jones, who died July 18, 1792, wags 
buried July 20 at 8 p. m. in the presence Rn 
a brilliant assemblage. The original reg a 
ter wherein the descriptive entry of Ly 
ceremony had been made was suntrogyce 
but De Ricaudy found a copy of it made in 
1839 by Chartes, Reade, who had been in- 
terested in re ng it. 

The interment was made in a small oom 
etery for Protestants, which was filled an 
closed within «ix months after Jones 
burial. Therefore, as the French always 
bury the dead according to certain ira 
ticnal order of position, 'M. Ricaudy thinks 
he can almost put his finger upon the eat 
cise spot. He inoldentally shows that 4 q 
biographers are wrong when they state (na 
Commodore Jones was buried in the famoud 
3 dy ei yard. All Joneses there have 
been identifi>d. 

The little Protestant cemetery where the 
American Commodore lies is situated in . 
cheap part of the city, near the station = 
the Northern Railroad, betw u 
Hospital and St. Martin's Canal. 
was sold near the end of 1792 to 
named Philippeaux and later served “ 
a pasture depot for cartage material. . 
was finally built over, and now several 
streets cross the former cemetery. 

Jones’ grave is situated at an angle of 
the Rue des Excluses St. Martin and the 
Rue Grange aux Belles. The spot is cov- 
ered with cheap, rulnous structures, moetty 
one-story, also a garden. The whole col 
he examined easily and the remains identi- 
fied by the lead coffin, uniform, sword, etc. 

Ambassador Porter proposes the demoli- 
tior. of the old buildings and the crea- 
tion of a little square named after the 
American hero, with a ‘bronze statue over 
the exact spot where he was buried. Gen. 
Porter favors this plan in preference to &@ 
solemn transfer to the United States. 


SPEED OF STREET CARS 


r 


Court of Appeals Makes a Ruling as to 
the Instructions by Lower 
Court on This Subject. 


The court of Appeals, in deciding the case 
of Allan Day against the Citizens’ Rallway, 
delivered an expression on the rate of speed 
at which a street car may be run. 

The lower court, upon the trial of the 
case, gave a broad inetruction to the jury 
that a street car company must always 
run its cars «0 that they may be “readily 
and quickly stopped if occasion required.’’ 

The Appellate Court, reversing the lower 
court, says: 

“It was error to tell the jury that the car 
should have been run so that it could be 
“readily and quickly stopped if occasion re- 

uired it,’ without explanation or quali- 
cation. A car running on a crowded 
street where danger is constantly present, 
should be run at no greater speed than 
would enable the motorman to stop it read- 
ily and quickly, but where the way is clear 
and there is no traffic on the street and no 
appearance of danger ahead, the law does 
not require a motorman to run his car 60 
slow that he may ‘readily and sy 
stop it. The use of the term ‘readily and 
quickly’ in an instruction defining the duty 
of a motorman as to stoping his car, should 
rot be used without explanation, for the 
duty varies with the presence or remote- 
ness of danger and with the epeed at which 
the motorman may, on that particular oc- 
casion, run his car without being charge- 
able with negligence.”’
